An intelligent writer in the columns uf the Missis- 
sppian, hezaids the prediction that at no distant dey 
the whole Mississ:ppi river coast, from Memphs to 
Baton Rogue, will be densely pupulaied.

ment, by the Wost, during late years, thie prediction 
cannot be considered chimerical. Already hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of hardy emigrants, are yearly 
wending their way to the beautiful and fertile valley 
of the Musissippi, with the design te purchase 
lands and locate themscilves permanently on the 
gant river of America. Pia after pla 
nses up in shat region, in such rapid success:on, that 
we are akinost compelled to believe that the wand of a 
magician has been enlisted in aid of the slow but sure 
progress of manual labour. 

There is abindant room in the Valley of the Mis 
ssappi, for the op ot the enngrant, but if the 
popu ation continues, as it has done, to double every 
eleven years, we nay soon expect to see a new em. 
pire that will throw our eastern states in the shade. 
No country, perhas, in the kn »wa world, offers such 
inducements to merchants, mechanics and agnecultur. 
ists, as that which lies between the Alleghany moun. 
tain on the east, end the Oregon mountains on the 
west. In extent it embraces not less than a million 
of square miles, or 640,000,000 acres of land fit for 
cultivation, some of the best of which may still be 
obtain d for one dollar and a quarter per acre. The 
unmense treet, divided off into plantations of eghty 
acres cach, is capable of subsisting 8,000,000 farmbes. 
Throughout, the country is finely watered, and such 
ws the fertility of the sutl, that but a moderate degree 
of industry ia sufficient to secure @ competence in a 
few years. 

The tecihties for travelling im this region are by no 
means ae rere as most persons imagine. Across the 
eastern renge of mountains there ere not lees than 
fifteen good roads, several of them turnpikes, and as 
many lines of stages.
